An Old Resident of Salem, Wis., and; 
Brother of Gus. Voltz Died Auk. 27. 

The following aVticlewaa clipped from 
the Brooklyn Times of Aug 27, and noi 
doubt wilt bo of interest to many who 
were personally acqualned with the late ' 
Charles, W. Volz a former resident of 
the vicinity of Salem, Wla. | 

Charlea W, Voltz. of the law firm*, ofj 
Flaher & Voltz, died suddenly laat night ■ 
from oedema, of the lungs and heart 
failure. Mr. Voltz was born m Salem, 
Wis., aixty-seven years ago, and receiv- 
ed his early education in the public 
schoola. He came to New York in 1865 
und had charge of a branch of a Cali- 
fornia clothing houae. Having a natural 
leaning toward a profcaaionat career, 
he abandoned mercantile pursuits and 
entered the office of Flaher & Semler, 
m 18G9, where he began the study of 
law, and waa admitted to the bar In 1871. 
Shortly after, the firm of Flaher, Kurd 
& Voltz waa fprmed,.conaiatlng of the 
late George H Fisher, Mr Voltz and ex- 
judge William B Hurd and continued 
for a few years. The firm name, there- 
after, became Flaher & Voltz and con- 
tlnue(| aa euch to the present 
date. In February. 1910. Mr. Fiaher 
died, and Mr. Voltz took his nephew 
Louia C. Willa, into partnership with 
him, contmuing the firm name of Fisher 
& Volte. 

Mr. Voltz was counsel and a trustee 
of the German Savings Bank of Brook- 
lyn, counsel for the Maniifacturera 
National Bank, a life member of Baltic 
lodge 28 F. and A. M.,.a member of 
Rochelle Yacht Club, the Hanover 
Club, the Brooklyh Bar Association, 
and Lloyd's Harbor Yacht Club. Mr, 
Voltz was an ardent yacthsman from 
his youth, and was one of the beat- 
known figures in yatchlng circles on 
Long laiand Sound, 

He is survived by his sister Mrs 
Emilie R. Wills and a nephew, Louis C. 
Wills, with whom he resided, a brother, 
Gustav A. Voltz of Kenoaha,\Wia., and

Supervisors Arc Nol Willing to Pay Big 
Sum Tor Tent Colony 

Lake county will not aecure title to 
the Lake Breeze Sanitarium by virtue 
of an action of the Lake County Board 
of'Superviaors at their September aea- 
aion. 

The members of the board viewed 
the premises on Grand avenue Monday 
night and decided that the price de- 
manded for the property and equip- 
ment was far in advance to what they 
desired to spend for a councy institu- 
tion. 

**The cost of maintenance is far in 
excess of wh'at we deaire to expenci," 
explained pr. Brown in an interview 
Wednesday morning. 

"The inatitution was planned on too 
elaborate aacale'to make it a paying 
proposition for the county," he explain- 
ed. The Board of Supervisors would 
vote to purchase the property if it 
could be obtained for $5,000. , 

They are willing to purchase the in- 
stitution at coat price, but are not 
willing to purchase the ''good will" of 
^the institution. The supervisors spent 
approximately two hours at the camp 
Tuesday night and were escorted from 
one ward to another by the nuraea and 
the directors of the association. 

Dft Brown baa advised the Board 
that It will be necessary for them to 
buy land and establish a tuberculosis 
colony in Lake county within a few 
years, and it is possible that the board 
will vote to buy a few acres of land 
near the County Poor farm at Liberty- 
ville. Dr. Brown adviaed the board 
that he will serve 'as superintendent of 
the colony without additional cost to the 
county. ,

Wednesday took an action by which 
the/ have ordered State's Attorney 
Dady to begin suit against County 
Treasurer Westerfield In an effort to 
obtain fof^the county, such moneya as 
he has on hand obtained from retaining 
fees foK collecting inheritance taxes 
and also such moneys as he has retain- 
ed for himself as coming from interest 
on funda which have been in his poa* 
aeaslonaa county treaaurer. 

But one member of the board was 
absent— Mr. Broecker of Waukegan, 
who it waa said, had he been prest'ht 
would have voted with the opposition, 
which would have made a tie vote with 
Chairmon Conrad having to cast the 
deciding ballot. 

. But, aa it is, the majority vote pre- 
vailed and Mr. Dady will begin prepar- 
ations at once to file the auit which, in 
a way la mi rely a friendly action tend- 
ing to teat the laws governing Inherit- 
ance tax feea and the big question aa to 
whether o county treaaurer may retain 
intereat on county funda which are in 
bia-poasesaion. 

According to Mr. Dady's prediction 
made before the board, it will be at 
leaat 18 months to 2 yeara before the 
points are definitely settled as Mr. 
Weaterfield no doubt will appeal to the 
appellate and then to the aupreme 
courts for final rulings on these points 
which have agitated every county board 
for many years. 

The final vote on the action which 
waa authorized came following a 
lengthy discussion of the various phases 
of the situation with many arguments 
for a speedy action and many or more 
against, the biggest argument in favor 
of not starting action being the awoit- 
ingof the decision of the Cook county 
case bearing on similar points to those 
involved in the Lake county case, a de- 
cision of which is expected from Judge 
Pam Inside of a few weeks. 

However, after detailed discussions, 
the vote stood 13 to 12 and the case is 
thus formally authorized and will be on 
the October "docket of Lake County 
Circuit Court

Westerfield appeared and in reply, said 
hia counsel, Mr. Beaubien, would an- 
awer, Eger felt Westerfield should an- 
swer directly, whereupon Westerfield 
aaid: "I decline to state." 

Attorney Beaubien for Mr. Weater- 
field then explained that Judge Pam's 
decision should follow his return from 
vacation and added that it was unfort- 
unate that the Cook county case involv- 
ing similar points of Lake county's 
should have come during his vacation 
period, thus delaying the decision. He 
felt the pomts Involved were big ones, 
being considered by the ablest attorneys 
of the state who differ on the law. He 
felt -Westerfield would be considered 
foolish in case he should prejudice his 
case by volunteering to turn over fees 
which the courts are now trying to de- 
termine the statue of 

He added that Westerfield had the 
money on hand, that the audit shows it 
and therefore a delay pending the other 
decision would not jeopardise the 
county's interest. 

Mr. Beaubien urged the board not to 
make a "goat" of Westerfield. added 
that he had retained fees just like 
other treasurers. Some board members 
agveed with him. " 

i^eaubien offered to produce evidence 
of individuals who has paid intereat on 
county funds to previous treasurers. 

"Have you every had a treaaurer who 
more straightforward and who answed 
your question as readily and willingly 
as Westerfield? Hasn't he always come 
here and told you everything you have 
asked?" said Beaubien. "He' has 
gone into detail about moneya, and, has 
always been on the square."

Cement Dam and Roadway Will be 
on Lower Lake Next Year 

A cement dam, 2000 feet In length, 
across the south end of Lake Elizabeth 
for the purpose of preserving a uniform 
water level in both of the Twin Lakea, 
Wis., ia a project that will likely be 
carried through next year, Colonlata 
and property owners about the two 
lakea have formed an aaaoclation to 
push the building of the dam and there 
aeema .little doubt that the improve- 
ment will be made next aummer. 

Mr. Weatcott, a Chicago engineer, 
met with the membcra of the aaaocia- 
tioh at the lakes Monday to talk over 
the feasibility of the project. The 
plana of the aaaociation were outlined 
to hfm after going over the ground and 
making a thorough investigation of 
coeditlons the engineer stated that the 
proposed dam was practicable. He 
was engaged to make a survey and 
when his report is complete the aaaoc- 
lation will be in a better poaition to 
decide whether or not to go ahead with 
the project. 

It is estimated that the coat of the 
proposed dam and roadway will be In 
the neighborhood of $15,000. The 
major portion of this money will have 
to be raiaed by popular aubacrition, 
though it Is hoped to gain the coopera- 
tion of the township highway commia- 
aionera and have the town atand a por- 
tion of the expenae. C. G. Simmons of 
Kenoiha whose aummer home on Lake 
Marie is the finest about the lakes, baa 
agreed to stand one-fourth of the ex- 
panse of the constructing the dam and 
there aeema little doubt about being 
able to raiae the balance of $11,000 or 
$12,000 neceaaary among the other 
prominent and well-to-do colonlata 
about the two lakea aa all are in favor 
of the project, which would be a con- 
venient and lasting improvement to 
Twin Lakea, one of the prettiest aum- 
mer reaort placea in the country.

The aaaociation will aasiat the tenant 
In getting pure aeeda, in aelling or buy- 
ing live atock. etc, in getting in touch 
with land owners and In aecuring help. 
Injurioua insects and diaeaaes will be 
succpsafully combated with the help ot 
county advisor. In fact there ia no- 
body connected with farming who will 
not benefit in aome way through this 
farm improvement organization in 
Lake county. 

The farm expert sees aome things 
that he doesn't always like to call to 
the attention of some farmers. He- 
sees many farmers producing flrat class 
crops and yet losing 'money. Why? 
The manure may be so handled as to. 
lose 50 per cent of Its fertility. 

The implements and machinery may 
be so treated as- to depreciate 20 pep 
cent per year, Inatead of 10 per cent (a. 
normal depreciation.) 

Machinery may be in uae that does, 
not aave as much labor as it ought. 

Then again, not enough leguminous 
feeds are being grown and the feed bill 
ia higher than it needs to be, or a well 
balanced ration is being fed to cows 
that cannot produce enough milk to pay 
for their board. 

No books are kept and no annual in- 
ventory taken. These are some of the 
dollars and cents problems that Lake 
county farmers and the farm advisor 
must get together and solve. 

One farmer who was protesting loud- 
ly that nobody could tell anything about 
farming is cutting oats that were 80 
per cent spoiled by smut, which could 
have been cheaply and easily prevented 
bv the formaldehyde treatment 

Another has one halt" of, his corix 
stunted for lack of a few dollars' worth, 
of potash. 

Still another who complains of the 
scarcity of labor was tending 80 acrea 
of corn that will average 40 bushels per 
acre while he might more easily have 
raised 80 bushels per acre on 40 acres, 
thus producing tne aume aggregate 
amount of corn with a saving of at 
least one-third the labor. 

One farmer who claimed to know all 
: about farming was seen harvesting oata 
that >vouid go 25 bushels per acre and 
I he had neither a silo nor an alfalfa 
field; his brother who said he still had 
something to learn about farming waa 
cutting neavy oats and hud both a sila 
and aome alfalfa. 

The farmer who believes that he caa 
not get any beneficial advice from a 
first-class farm expert is showing either 
his conceit or his ignorance. The writer 
who is a farm expert, has examined 
aome of the best and most profitable 
farms in tha United States (which very 
few farma in Luke county can compare) 
and has never yet found one that could 
It is suggested that every local ap- "ot increase ita profica by making some

I Fifteen thousand persons gathGred 
In nmsa meeting In Hlblyn park, call- 
ing for military action against China. 
A majority of these marched to the 
foreign onice and clamored for admla- 
Blon. They demanded tho dispatch of 
troops to China to take such measures 
Bs were necessary to obtain satisfac- 
tion for tho killing of Japanese at Nan- 
king, or. falling this, tho resignation of 
tho minister of foreign nCtalra, Baron 
NobuakI Maklno. 

! The speakers denounced tho empti- 
ness of Japanese diplomacy In connec- 
tion with California and China, and In- 
felstcd tho Insult to tho Japanese flag 
nt Nanking should bo wiped out. .The 
faianlfostatlon was clearly an explosion 
pf popular resentment against the mln- 
• Hstry In Its treatment of tho California 
pnd Chinese questions. 
; Profiting by the lessons of riots 
which followed the conclusion of peace 
Ibetween Russia and Japan, the govern- 
pient reduced tho risk of violence by 
h-efusing to allow a single soldier or 
policeman at the scene. The ma^Ife8^ 
pnts, nmny of whom were aTudcnts, 
fwero orderly during the early part of 
(the proceedings. 

A score of agitators, Including a 
Klrl. decried Japanese diplomacy and 
■declared It had never contributed to 
tho upbuilding of tho empire and had 
talwaya ended In failure. Tho Incldenta 
(In China were unbearable.

American 
charge d'atfaires at Mexico City, that 
any positive assurances had been giv- 
en him of the Intention of Victorian© 
Huerta not to be a candidate In the 
approaching elections. 

The other waa the receipt of private 
telegrama stating that Gen. Geronlmo 
Trevlno would be made minister of 
■war soon to succeed General DlanqueL 
It had been generally supposed here 
that Trevlno^ was ordered back to 
Mexico City by Huerta to be given the 
reins of the government as provisional 
president, while Huerta entered the 
presidential campaign. 

Washington officials have , often 
pointed out that they had relied only 
on the repeated emphasis by Frederlco 
Gamboa, Mexican minister of foreign 
affairs, of the statement that Huerta 
was Ineligible by the constitution to 
succeed hlmsolL 

Tho state department announced 
Sunday night that shipments of dyna- 
mite and other explosives needed for 
working tiie great mines In Mexico 
would be authorized as heretofore. 

It Is understood that President Wil- 
son also win authorize the exportation 
of limited quantities of arms for 
Americana In Mexico to use for self- 
defense, but any such orders from the 
White House will bo exceptional. 

In innumerable Instances arms sent 
for the dofonae of Americans have 
been taken from them and used by 
both aides of the opposing Mexican 
factions. 

Vera Cruz. Sept. 9.— From tho capi- 
tal comes the prediction that when 
congress convenes September 15 Gen- 
oral Huerta will recommend a post- 
ponement of the elections under a 
clause In the constitution, which pro- 
vides that no elections shall be held 
In case of a too-dlaturbed state of 
the country. 

John Llnd Is merely waiting for a 
development of events and Is utlllt-

as to condltldns In the republic. He 
attended a bull fight today. 

El Paso, Tex., Sopt. 9.— Official 
Juarez-Bubsldod Sunday In outward 
feeling against Americans because of 
the shooting of LlouL Francisco Acob- 
ta by government offlcera here Satu^ 
day, following tho Inveatlgatlon con- 
ducted by tho Inspector 'of Mexican 
conaulatea, who blames Acoata as the 
aggressor. Juarez officials gave citi- 
zens to understand that they would 
lotycountcnance any public anO- 
Amerlcan demonstrations. 



Coatlcook, SepL 10.— Judge Mulvono 
on Monday, after hearing three wit- 
noases, dlsmlasod tho charge against 
Wllllnm Travors Joroino, stating that 
ho had not been held legally and thai 
all Cunndlana regret tho manner In 
which ho had been treated. 

Jerome, in a brief speech, thanked 
tho Canadian people for the way ho 
had been received, and said ho would 
not misinterpret sentiment of tho best 
Canadian people toward him by tho 
action of a few who Instigated his ar- 
resL 

Only three witnesses wore exam*

Cladwynu. -which waa included in the 
old Welsh tract on the wc«t dido of 
Iho Schuylkill, means ■white or clean 
cectlon, whilo Belhryn moans bwad or 
open place, and Uchly/iUa the upper 
lake, Uch Is upper andtynn Is lake. 
Some flay that Upper Dublin and 
Lower Dublin, both suburban places, 
were not named by L-iah aettlerfl but 
by Welsh colonists, and tho niason 
claimed for thia'lB that the name Dub- 
lin Is Welsh as well as Irish. The 
Welsh for Dublin Is dark pool or pwll 
Du, while the Irish for Dublla la 
Dubh Lin, nr black pool. Dubh Lin 
was orlglndliy that part of tho Ulver 
Liffey on »vhlch the city of Dublin now 
stands. Our Dublin may bo Irish, but, 
like tbrt Wolah names, it was trans- 
planted and has no bearing whatever 
upon tho topography of the northern 
tier of this city. ' 

Thero aro North Waloa and Gwy- 
nedd, on tho North Penn branch of tha 
Philadelphia & Heading railway. They 
are ou a tract of land "bought by 
James Ponn" and transferred to *tho 
Welsh colony, which named it Gwy- 
nedd. Tho land was divided later and 
each of the two sots of colonists want- 
ed the namo Gwynedd retained, but 
botii wonted It for their respective 
suction.

Architecture. 

Bohemian archbishop sailed from hero 
to preach to the heathen Pruaslana 
farther east, a long time before tha 
more direct ovangellatlc methods of 
the Teutonic order were applied. Its 
political allegianco Tvaa often shifted 
and one feels sure that no merely Ideal 
conBidoratlons of loyalty were over al- 
lowed to stand In tho way of tho Inter- 
ests of Its trade. 

After the rise of the Teutonic order 
Danzig became a part of Ita great ter- 
ritory, though reserving a largo share 
of self-government; !t was at the Bame 
time an Independent member of tho 
powerful Hansa league— that eupremo 
example of civic and commercial pow- 
er. It joined ita slater cities of the 
league Tcry effectively In fighting for- 
eign nations and pirates against Its 
commerce. When It tired of subjec- 
tion to the woningr Teutonic order. It 
entered into a sort of protectorate un- 
dor the kings of Poland, who annexed 
K In 1569. Only aa loto os 1793 was It 
taken Into Prussia, and It Is now tho 
capital of the west Pruselan region. 

The town Is very compact ond proc- 
tlcal In Its plan, making on olmost per- 
fect oval fretted by mony waterways, 
so as to havo distinctly Venetian fea- 
tures. It reaches to tho Vistula and Is 
traversoTl by several branches of the 
niver Motllau. whfle the little stroam 
uadouno makes a- useful' canal In a 
lone half circle through tho city. Ono 
largo island le given up entirely to 
grain elevators, affectionately named 
*Veata," "The Red One" and so on. 
Opposite thia Island'la the swarming 
Long bridge"— not a bridge at all, but 
a dock, where freights or© landed, 
and from which the amartest of steam- 
ers are leaving at all hours for adja- 
cent polnta on the Baltic, particularly 
for the popular bathing beaches of 
Zoppot and Hela. In tho moving 
panorama of this water front ono gets 
tho best epltomeof the life of the city 
All around Its edge, Danzig Is a 
citadel rather than a town. Mountain- 
oua grass covered modem forts rise 
on the west, and on the east tho oval 
iB continuously fringed by. rrfdlatlng 
bastions, completely bordered by deep 
double moats filled from the waters of 
tho Mottlau. Each of those bastions 
has Ita own personal namo— "tho 
brown horse," "tho unicorn," "Ger- 
trude," "tho rabbit," "Jumpout "

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AN OPEN LETTER. 

.Bear Friend: 

1 think perhaps you may like to know 
about our vacation trip through eome 
of the principal counties of central 
Wisconsin. We left Antioch July 29, 
for Marshfield which is in the north 
part of Wood county. We arrived at 
Marshfield at 5 p. m., quite tired with 
.our journ*»y but free from care or re- 
sponsibility only to find a hotel and 
rest which was easily done. 

Marshfield is quite a fine city of about 
7,000 people with fine schools and wide 
streets which are well lighted at night, 
very pleasant people which are about 
two-thinis german descent. 

We spent nearly a week in their fine 
town and several friends took us out in 
their cars to show us their country 
where very fine crops of corn, oats and 
clover showed plainly the thrift of its 
people and spoke of recent fine rains.

The Clark 
county fair is held there each year in 
which the people take great Interest to 
have all of their exhibits fine. This 
.town is on the Black river. 

While thier we visited Mr. and Mrs. 
E. L. Warner at one time proprietors 
of the Ramaker resort at Fox Lake 
and later of Trevor, Wisconsin. They 
now live on what is known as Pleasant 
Ridge, He has a fine form named 
Breezy Knoll from which can be seen 
what is called the Knobs, which can be 
seen twenty miles distant and Is cer- 
tainly a delightful place to live. After 
one weeks stay with our friends we 
returned to Marshfield, took our train 
on the Soo Line for Owen where sev- 
eral years a'go heavy timber covered 
the sight of the town of now about 
2,000 people. This is a very busy town 
where extensive lumber interests are 
carried on and where a large saw mill 
ia operated, which employs six hundred 
men the year through. They also have 
a box factory in this new and thriving 
town also a fine school building. What 
we noticed with much pleasure was the 
fine schools all through our trip. Surely 
^rJVisconsin is a banner state for educa- 
tion* 

Being so near Barron county we 
thought we might take a trip toChetek 
and see some of the Antioch friends. 

We first called on the family of John 
Enpman, he has a lovely home and he 
and son are doing a fine busineis. John 
says he would not come back to Anti- 
och as he likes it fine there. The next 
morning here we found Grandpa Hendee 
on the street and although he had 
traveled all night was able to dance a 
jig for us if we so desired. 

We went out that day to H. Ling's, 
where we were welcomed and treated 
right royally. I think we all talked at 
once that evening as Grandpa White 
(who was there) could hardly get in a 
word edgeways and I thought some- 
times he felt rather disgusted with ua 
younger people. We spent such a 
pleasant week with them which we will 
not forget soon. We^ spent one pleas- 
ant day with John Burke and family 
(John was once editor of the News.) 
His two sons gave us a free exhibition 
of stump pulling in which we were very 
much interested. Mrs. Burke gave us 
a fine apple dumpling and other good 
things for dinner presided over by her 
two nice girls Misses Mary and Irene. 
We went away really feeling the day 
well spent but to short. We called on 
many other friends in and around 
Chetek and had a fine time all around. 
Chetek lake is certainly a beautiful 
place. One noticeable feature about 
the town ia it is "dry" and hopes to 
continue so, eight churches, no saloons, 
good record surely. Wte left Chetek 
haying spent a delightful week. We 
next went to Chippewa where the chief 
attractions are the falls, which are 
near the Soo Line depot and are very 
pretty and attractive to one viewing 
them for the first time. 

We then went to Stonley, arrived so 
late at nigljt that it waa almost irapos- 
ibie to get a room as most every hotel 
was full as a large wedding party near- 
ly filled one; as the large . amount of 
rico strewn around indicated. We final- 
ly found a place to stay and had a fine 
time while at this interesting place. 
Stanley is a large beautiful town with 
many gentian gardens in and out of 
the. town the culture of which lavery 
interesting and which In six years time 
yield the grower much money tor hla 
labor. Then there is a pea canning 
factory which is a very interesting 
place to visit and gives employment to 
many through the sutnittev months. We 
found the people kind and cordial, 
Sunday morning attended the M, E. 
church near by our hotel. Then in the 
evening went out into the country eight 
miles, with-flome friends to efiend the 



night, went to their church that eve 
ning, they call themselves The Breth- 
ren, we call them The Dunkanla, and 
are a very fine people. 

They had a very plain neat Httlo 
church, the women wear little Inco caps 
with qceer black bonnets over them to 
be taken' olT when they enter the 
church. Their preaching is much like 
our church. 

We left there feeling that the time 
had been well spent and with more love 
in our hearts for their church than be- 
fore. We then left for Marshfield for 
a few days where Wood county fair 
was in session. The chief industry in 
Wood, Clark and Marithon counties ia 
the dairying business being carried on 
extensively among farmers who vie 
with each in keeping good stock. The 
cheese and butter factories are about 
two miles apart so as to be convenient 
for all. We then left for home where 
we were glad to be after an absence of 
four weeks (having visited six coun- 
ties) much in love with the pretty 
north country, not to say by any means 
that we haven't as fine a one here.

Every city has a housing problem 
which Is In Bomo respoct peculiar and 
characteristic. In Loa Angeloa this 
la to be found in a prevalent typo of 
•Tiouso court*," writoa William H. 
Matthews In the Survey. The city 
ordinance, providing for thoir regtila- 
tion. deflnes such a court as followa: 
"A parcel or area of land on which 
are grouped three or moro habltatlona 
used or designed to be used for oc- 
cupancy by families and upon which 
parcel or area the vacant or unoc- 
cupied portion thereof aurrouAdlng or 
abutting on said habitations Is used 
or Intended to be used In common by 
the Inhabitants thereof." 

In places thus described a conald- 
erablo part of the labor population of 
L«a Angelea llvos. There are record- 
ed In the offlcQ of the city's housing 
commlsalon today somo 630 such 
courts. Within them are roughly 3,700 
habitations, housing 10,000 or more 
people — Mexicans, Ru'sBlans. Italians,' 
Slavonians, Austrions, Chtneao, Japan- 
ese and a scattering of some twenty 
other natlonallUes, 

The dwellings In these courts pro- 
sent a groat variety In general atylo 
and method of building. There aro 
the old adobo houses, sometlraos re- 
modeled and In fair condition; though 
more often with ceilings, walls and 
floors In crumbling, dilapidated state, 
yet Btlll yielding goodly rent to their 
owners. Some courta ore cluttered 
with wooden shacks of every size and 
kind, big shedlike structures that 
house many people, and again mere 
boxes and shanties In which one fam- 
ily Is crowded. 

Some Boven years ago Jacob RIIs 
Jarred the complacency of the com- 
munity by Btating that one district 
possessed congested and unwholesome 
housing conditions quite as bad, 
though not BO extensive as any 
city In the land. Through the 
efforts of the Municipal league 
and Iho" College Settlement as- 
sociation a housing commission was 
appointed to bettor housing condi- 
tions. , '• 

Yet In spite of the fact that the 
housing commission has succeeded in 
having demolished many of the more 
anslghtly of these courts, one may 
Btlll walk many blocks In some partB 
of the city and see little else. And 
this, not on the outskirts but within 
a short distance of the city's public 
buildings. There, too, may be found 
newly constructed courta, conforming 
to the new housing laws, more Esthet- 
ic in appearance than were the old 
ones, yet with the same congestion of 
people and eren less of privacy of 
family life.

Many real estate firms and tract 
owners erect pillars of stone or brick 
on street oomars wfatch mn of no use. 
possess no beastr and reftroMsit a de- 
cided lack of taste and good lodgment, 
the Los Angeles Times complains. Sim- 
ple pillars shoald either carry lights, 
ornamental plants and vines in pots, 
▼saos or better still, hollow centers. 
or tftey should be finished by parts of 
valla abutting. They should nerer 
merely stsad alt^ne wlthoat use. A 
ftvetloa of a wmil on one or more eldas, 
of fun hsis&t acKlnst the pUlar and 
■topping down by sharp degrees to the 
bsBs voald rsnder them necessary to 
•top soeh winced buttresses, but pit 
lars alone an abominations and biota 
on the landscape^ no matter how or- 
nate or whatorar their style. 

Pruning Street Trees. 

Prv2^<ne of lariie street trees Is often 
too lon« deferred. Cases are known 
where city gorormnents hare assumed 
control after trooe had grown. iTn- 
pruned, for a soore of years. Natural- 
ly the ofllcialfl look askance at the pro- 
posal to prune, yet sooner or later 
ouch work must bo done, and the soon- 
er the better. First, dead wood should 
be removed, and next all superfluous 
branches having abnormal poalUona or 
crossing others at unusual and nnde- 
sirable angles. When this has been 
done each tree is in a condition whore 
one can IntelllgenUy Judge qf the In- 
dlvldi^U needs of et^tti tree, for no 
two trees ahoold hJave precisely similar 
treolinent. Judldona pruning often 
■tifflulates to active growth and im- 
proved appearance' of seemingly to-' 
firm trees.

HERE nro few moro beaulMul 
mountains on tho globe than 
tho the extinct volcano, fifty 
mllea from Tacoma. which Is 
called Mt. Rnlner In Seattle, 
and Mt Tacoma In Tacoma. . 

With tho larger city Uncle Sara 
Boema to have aided In naming tho 
reservation, which encloses tho giant 
peak, the "Mt Rainier National Park. 
Tacoma would havo been bettor, or 
perhapa. beat of all, "Tahoma," the 
word which students of Indian lore 
declare Us real name— "tho mountain 
that was God,*' writes a correspon- 
dent of tho Boston Herald. . 

Tho peaks of Switzerland are not 
as a rule higher or bettor covered 
■with snow, season for season, than 
Rainier.- But the Swlaa have brought 
their mountnlna to their visitors. In- 
clined ratlroada and other devices 
have made the peaka acceaslblo. 
Beauty has been put on tho market 
so to apeak. Oura', on both sides the 
international boundary, Is still In tho 
rough state, but on that account not 
loss wlnaome. 

Some hard&hlp and a dash of ad- 
Tonture nro involved In reaching our 
mountain tops. Instead of an elec- 
tric railroad threading ita way In a 
tunnel under tho mountain cover, by 
which Swiss alghtaeers are led up to 
their aeas of Ice. corresponding 
points on Mt Rainier can bo reached 
only over a narrow trail on the back 
of a broncho. But there la a charm 
m the very wlldness of the western 
mounUin that fully compensates tho 
traveler for this extra effort 
Travel on LogBlna Road. 
So many people visit tho Puget 
sound cities without getting moro 
than a distant vlow of this famous 
mountain that I am moved to de- 
Bcrihe with aome detail Just how the 
trip to It may bo made. 

Go to the station of a logging rail- 
road In tho outsklrU of Tacoma. This 
road runs two trains a day. or rath- 
er keeps one aot ot cars on tho road, 
to tho extent of two round trips per 
diem. B^y a round trip Into the park 
for $5, tl^en spend 35 conU more for 
a sent In the parior car. One such 
vehicle, hauled over the road back 
and forth, fills a long felt want Tho 
railroad ride la thoroughly Interest- 
ing. It Is perceptibly up grade. The 
snow-capped peak flashes in and out 
of vlow most.capricloualy. So ma«y 
curves does tho track take that the 
Bnow mass appeura at tho most sur- 
prlBlng corners of the sky, on one 
occasion looming up directly Nehlnd 
tho obaervatlon platform. nUhough 
the train Is headed toward the moun- 
tain by what looka on tho railroad 
map like an air lino. ■ 

Passengers for tho park got out at 
Aahford. The tralii spurs Into that 
point and then hacks down seven 
miles, to pursue Us main lino Journey 
further. Automobile mountain wag- 
ons are In readiness , at Ashford. 
These should be horse-drawn, ao se- 
voro la tho JoUlnB over what remains 
of a road. How any man-made on- 
cine can stand the bumps thus, Inflict- 
ed on tho route between Aahford and 
the entrance to tho National park, 
eight miles away. Is hard to under-

Onco within the park tho road la 
romcwhat hotter. Several miles of 
Jt bring the slRhtaber to Longmire 
epringa, and to tho National Park Inn, 
maintained there, under government 
Buporvlalon, for tho entertainment ot 
mountain guoa^a.

Tongue— Proof of Man's Descent 

From Vegetarlani. 

The tongue is really a group of 
muscles aomn ninnlnR from root to 
tip. others crossways. Any one of 
these mu8i;les can bn u.-ed separately 
or In combination with the others, so 
that we can move the whole tongue In 
any direction— lengthen or shorten It 
hollow or arch it. — 

The tongue lu moistened by the 
mucous made by the mucous mem- 
brane that Mnes the mouth and by 
Bftllva from the salivary glands. The 
mucous of the mouth Is controlled by 
the nervous system and can be great- 
ly disturbed by worry or fear. That 
is why when we are very much wo^ 
Tied or suddenly * frightened our 
mouths become so dry we can hardly 
swallow. 

The surface of the tongue Is close- 
ly covered with little points. In each 
*Jne of these points la the end of a 
nprve of taste that runs from the 
brain to the tongue. These little 
points are called taste bulbs, and 
they lire most abundant on the sides 
and the tip of fhe tongne. They are 
fewer on the b.ick of the tongue, be- 
cause that part of it Is used 
to roll rood and throw 
thront. 

Tho human tongue la compara- 
tlvr •• Pmooth. showing ,wo are de- 
Bcendcrl from creatures that wero 
vegetarian. A tiger's tongue |r bo 
rough It win draw blood If you allow 
him to lick your hand.

It Js not the use, but the misuse' of 
the dictionary that In deplorable, 
writes Robert J. Mennor In The Atlan- 
tic. When one happens upon a. etrango 
■word It Is quite natural to refer to

■and Its pronunciation. The pronun- 
ciation of technical terms of an art or 
science with, which we are unfamiliar 
can often be learned In no other way. 
But when the dictionary 1b appealed 
to as an Infallible however unreason- 
ablo Judge, when monstrosities and 
century-old fossils -are exhumed from 
Its page« to be flaunted In the faces 
of our friends, It is time to recall Its 
true function of more recorder.

He hid' 
squeezed out the Juice, and what dld^ 
he care about the pulp? Dr. .Johnson 
had similar habits. Adam Smith said 
of him: ".lohnaon knew moro books 
than any man:" yet. Immedlntoiy aft- 
er recording this tribute, Iloflwell 
wrote of his hero: "He had a peculiar 
facility lu seizing at once whit was 
valuable In any book without Hubmlt- 
tlng It to the labor of peru.dng it 
from beginning to end.'*

Growing Trees From Top Down. 
A foreign railway company has 
solved' the plan of- getting good shade 
trees In a short time, though thoy may j 
be small.
